Sir, 


I have the honor to submit my Fourth Annual Report of the Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages registered in the Colony of Victoria during the year 
ending 30th June, 1857. 


2. According to the practice observed in preceding years, I now 
proceed to notice a few of the principal results which may be gathered from 
a perusal of the general abstract and accompanying detailed tables. 


The registrations effected throughout the Colony during the year 


under review were :— Appendix.

3. A steady increase to our infant population will be observed on Births. 
comparing the number of births with that shown in my previous Report, for 
while in the year 1855-6 the births numbered 12,779, it will be seen that 
in the succeeding year they amounted to 15,937, showing an increase of 
3,158 on the year. 


4. The excess of births registered over deaths in the year is no less 
than 9,416. 


5. It may be interesting to note the proportions in which the births 
have taken place according to the quarterly periods of the year since the 
commencement of the registration system. There appear to have been in 
the quarters ending respectively :—

6. Of the children born in the year 1856-7, 8,093 were males and 
7,844 females, being rather more than 103 boys to every 100 girls, or nearly 
26 boys to 25 girls. 


Marriages. 
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7. Three cases of triplets have been registered; six of the nine 
children thus born being females. There were 167 cases of the birth of 
twins, of whom 161 were males and 173 females. The number of illegitimate 
births recorded was 249, being an excess of 69 over the number registered 
in the previous year. 


The proportion of the sexes in each of these classes may be thus 
briefly exhibited, viz. :—

8. In connection with this subject, it may be stated here that the 
population of the Colony on the occasion of the Census on the 29th March, 
1857, was 410,766, and that on the 30th June, 1857, these numbers, 
corrected by the Immigration Agent’s returns, and those of the births and 
deaths, amounted to 430,656. These figures, however, it is right to remark, 
afford no safe data for comparative calculations respecting a population so 
rapidly augmenting by the constant influx of thousands of persons of all 
ages and of both sexes from every part of the globe. 


9. The marriages during the year amounted to 4,375. Of these the 
eldest male married had attained the mature age of sixty-four, the eldest 
female that of fifty-six; the youngest male married was but eighteen, and 
the youngest female thirteen; results almost identical with those obtained 
from the returns of the previous year. There were only 90 males under 
twenty-one years of age married during the year, while the females who 
married under age amounted to no less than 1,041. 434 widowers and 442 
widows re-entered the married state. Eighteen of the Chinese have become 
married to women of European origin; nine of whom were Irish, four 
English, one Scotch, one Welsh, and three Euro-Australian. 


10. The simple test of ability to sign the marriage registers, affords, 
as I have before taken occasion to remark, a good indication of the diffusion 
of elementary education among the people. It is gratifying to observe that 
the state of education among the adults of this Colony continues to be as 
highly satisfactory as in former years. The proportion of those married 
during the year ending 30th June, 1857, and who were unable to write, was 
only 13 out of every hundred males, and 29 out of every hundred females; 
while in England and Wales in the year 1856, 31:1 out of every hundred 
men, and 46°2 out of every hundred women that married signed the registers 
with marks. 
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11. Probably one of the most remarkable results obtainable from a Dez:is. 
review of the accompanying statistical tables, is the evidence which they 
present of a decided decrease in the proportionate mortality of the 
population of the Colony, from the year to year, in the face of a flowing 
stream of immigration and of a rapid increase in the number of births. 


12. While the population, which on the 30th June, 1856, was 
estimated at 330,438, had increased to 430,656 at the date of these returns, 
the number of deaths, which in the former year was 5,760, only amounted to ' 
6,521 in the year 1856-7. Of these 3,267 took place among children under 
five years of age, 2,313 of whom died within twelve months of their birth. 


13. The following comparative table will show, in view of the 
augmentation to the numbers of the population by births and immigration, 
that the annual rate of mortality has been decreasing. The deaths in the 
under-mentioned years have been :—

14. It is thus seen that the deaths of the past year have been less in 
number than those recorded in the year ending on the 30th June in 1854-5, 
while the population has increased from 236,798 at the Census taken on the 
26th April, 1854, to 430,656 on the 30th June, 1857. 


15. As may readily be supposed from the favorable rate of mortality 
indicated by the preceding figures, zymotic, 1.e., endemic, epidemic, and 
contagious diseases, have not shown, up to the end of the registration year 
under review, any tendency toincrease. In my First Annual Report, 1853-4, 
it was shown that nearly: 40 per cent. of the males and nearly 45 per cent. 
of the females who died had perished from ailments of this class: in the year 
1855-6 the deaths of only 23-7 per cent. of the males and 25 per cent. of the 
females were registered under this head. In the past year the general per 
centage has been under 24 per cent., being of males 22 per cent. and of 
females nearly 27 per cent., of deaths from zymotic causes, which comprise 
those which for the most part arise from preventable causes. The great 
agents in this destruction of life, both in town and country, have been 
dysentery, diarrheea, and typhus, forming together in the metropolitan dis- 
trict 80 per cent. and in the rest of the Colony 86 per cent. of the whole 
zymotic class. Nearly two-thirds of the mortality under this head has taken 
place among children under five years of age. 


16. Of sporadic diseases the deaths from causes of uncertain or 
variable seat amount to upwards of 15 per cent. of the total mortality. Out 
of 1,004 cases recorded throughout the Colony, 702 occurred among children 
under five years of age; and, as has been observed on previous occasions, 


nearly three-fourths of these arose from atrophy and debility.

17. The deaths from diseases of the nervous system also amount to 
15 per cent. of the whole mortality, and more than two-thirds of these took 
place among children under the age of five. Convulsions, disease of the 
brain, and hydrocephalus, have destroyed more than 50 per cent. of the latter. 
Eleven cases of death from deliriwm tremens have been returned in the 
metropolitan district, and 21 in the remainder of the Colony. These num- 
bers, however, must by.no means be understood as indicating the full extent 
of the mortality which has arisen from intemperance, for besides the deaths 
to be found under the head of “ external causes,” there is no possibility of 
tracing the number who have come to a premature end through yielding 
to this seductive vice, because the immediate occasion of death may have 
been recorded in some other class of disease, such, for instance, as that of 
the brain or of the liver. 


18. In the class “diseases of the respiratory organs,’ the deaths 
amounted to 14 per cent. of the total deaths. The cases occurred chiefly 
amongst adults. 


19. Under the head of “ diseases of the circulatory system,” it appears 
that deaths from “ disease of the heart” are still on the increase. The deaths 
from this cause in the preceding year amounted to 147 cases ; during the 
past year to 177. The mortality in this class preponderates invariably 
among the males. 


20. The mortality from “diseases of the digestive organs” was 
slightly above 10 per cent. of all the deaths, nearly two-thirds of the cases 
occurring among children under five years of age. In Melbourne and suburbs 
39 per cent. of the class took place from teething, 21 per cent. from hepatitis, 
11 per cent. from t¢abes mesenterica, and 8 per cent. from enteritis. In the 
rest of the Colony beyond the metropolitan district 28 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the class were caused by teething, 25 per cent. arose from enteritis, 
11 per cent. from hepatitis, and 9 per cent. from tabes mesenterica. 


21. Of the remaining nosological classes, 28 deaths are recorded 
under that of “diseases of the urinary organs ;” 75 under diseases of 
‘generative organs,” being cases of death from childbirth; 23 under 
‘‘ loccmotive organs ;” 8 under “ diseases of the integumentary system ;” 35 
from “ old age,” seven of them having been between eighty and ninety years 
old at the time of their death. 


22. As was observed in the previous year, the deaths from “ external 
causes” are steadily on the increase, a result probably attributable to the 
great addition to the population which has taken place, naturally leading to 
an increase in the mortality from accidents, &c. In the previous year the 
number under this class was 714, in the last year 880: of these 740 were 
males and 140 females. 


23. Iam happy to be enabled to report that the number of deaths 
returned as from causes “unspecified” has continued regularly to decrease 
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since the commencement of the registration system. In my First Annual 
Report there were 205 instances in which the cause of death was not given; 
in my Second Report the number had decreased to 192; in my Third Report 
to 104; and on the present occasion they do not exceed 88. This is a most 
gratifying indication not only of vigilance on the part of the deputy 
registrars, but of the readiness of the medical profession and the public 
generally to afford the information required. 


24. The mortality among the Chinese has been considerable, taking 
place as it has done principally among young men the majority of whom 
were under thirty years of age. 


25. Of the 210 deaths which occurred at sea during the year, 19 
were from scarlatina; 14 typhus ; 21 from atrophy and debility ; and 23 
from consumption. One-third of the deaths were of the zymotic class. 


26. The business of this department, naturally subject to constant 
increase, from its relation to the augmentation of the population, has received 
a considerable accession from the duties which have devolved upon it in 
carrying out the provisions of the Patent Act and the Act for the registration 
of Powers of Attorney. As experience, however, has been acquired, 
improvements have been effected in the internal arrangements of the office, 
and it has been found practicable to carry on these duties, as well as those 
under the Vaccination Act, and the preparation of the Agricultural and 
Annual Statistics, without any addition to the original establishment of 
clerks, and at a considerable reduction in the expense for official salaries. 
On the other hand, the disbursements under the head of “ Contingencies” 
have largely and annually increased: these comprise the cost and preparation 
of the Census Returns, and the expenses incurred for Vaccination, the 
Registration of Births and Deaths, and the collection of the Agricultural 
Statistics of the Colony. 


27. Ihave to congratulate the public on the circumstance that the 
insecurity of the valuable records of this office no longer exists, Government 
having provided a suitable fire-proof room for their custody. 


28. In the execution of my duties I have continued to receive every 
assistance that I could desire from the zeal and ability of Mr. Archer, 
Assistant Registrar General, and the gentlemen employed in the department.
